1. The construction of a second track on the .ue-Gclniarzeniess- 
Johann.georgenstadt—RKarlstad line has been under way at an actelera= 
ted rate since tho sorine of 1950, This line vrevi ously was a 
branch line with many curves and was capable of carrying only 
trains of ucdium length and weight. Along most of it's course 
it oaralleled National Iichvay No 296 which runs along the valley 
of tho Schwarzwasscr Rivor, The ascent from Uchwarzenbers, wich 
is 500 moters above sea level, to Johann.Georgenstadt, at an 
altitude of 750 metors, necossitates a shifting of the roadbed 
at many voints, climination of curves, construction of bridges, 
and construction of railroad station facilities in addition to 
other construction. The line is to be converted into a main line 
connecting the ivickau industrial arca and the jue uranium mining 
district with Gzechoslovakia, # National [lichway to 296 connocting - 
Schwarzenberg and Karlsbad was being torn up. 1% was to be widened 2. : 
2 meters, streightoned, and surfaced with cobblestones, i Four or 
five widerground televhone cables, consisting of 65 strands cach, 
are being laid along the road, This road is within the rostricted 
area and is heavily guarded.

The imarovenent of tie biben~ 
stock~Johann-Georgenstadt road had to be cormmleted unler adverse 
weather conditions by 1 Lay 1950, This road, which is an important 
North-South route, is now capable of carrying the heaviest loads. 
Subsequently many hirhways in the mining district were provided 
with hard surfaces, as were nany forest roads, The entire road con~ 
struction “recran mot with creat technical and financial difficulties. 
The Whyent Corporation oned one group of sub-contractors no less than 
200,000 eastmarks. The roads which were nowly~constructed or improved 
were designed to facilitate the approach to the most productive mines 
such as Mine 279, Stalin Mine, Johangeorgonstadt-Breitenbrunn, tine 
205 about 10 km south of Johanngeorgenstadt, and Line 278 noar Cruens
